The on!y one that remains 
in this vicinity ia Mr. James Drever, who | 
is now living at Muskeg Luke. He and | 
Mr Samuel Leask, of Ss. Andrews, | 
Manitoba and myself, are the only ones 
alive in the country who came out on che 
Prince of Wales iv 1851. 


I was appointed tu goon the brigade of 
Baptiste Bruce, which consisted of seven 
boats There was only another of my ship 
mates in the brigade, namely Qverge Mur- 
ray, from Shet.:and, he wasin snother 
boat but under the same guide, The | 
Brigade of Jean Baptiste Le-perance had 
started two days before. These boats, as 
Ihave before intimated, are manned by 
half breeds, who, asa rule, were generally 

of the lowest type. The guide had uo con 
tol over them, except*in the way of 
directing tnem where to land for meals, 
or to camp for the night, and to start them 
again. Ido not know what the reat of 
them were but I know that the crew that 
I came up with were the most rascally> 
thievish set that ever were congregated to 
gether. The thieves between Jerusalem 
end Jerichu could not hold a candle to 
them. When I left Yurk Factory I was 
not allowed to take my trunk with me on 
pretence that there was no room for it. 4 
therefore, having a good stock of clothes 
with me from home, was forced to pu 
them in a bag. I was aleo directed to buy 
at York Factory the clothes needed for the 
coming winter, as my clothes were not 
suited for the purpose. On leaving York 
Factory, therefore, [ had a well filled bag 
with not only clothes, Lut my future 
winter's eupp!y of tea, sugar and tobacco. 
But oo my arrival at Norway Ho use 
everything was stolen from me except the 
few rage that were on my back. And there 
was no redress, one had to grin and bear 
it. On further knowledge of the ways of 
these fallows, I found thet my experience 
was noexceptiontotherule, It was aster 
as I could learn the universal habit of the 
crewe of these Long Portage brigades to 
fleece tverv ycungeter that was unfortune 
ate enough to have been sent inland by 
them. And here I must say that much as 
I adwnired the etraightforward dealinge of 
the Hudson’sa Bay Company, they were 
very much to blame for allowing the young 
inexperienced hands from the old country 
to be handed over to the tender mercies of 
these semi-eavagee, without the least 
meane of 1 dreas. I have k»own resprc’able 
young men from the old country that on 
landing at York Factory were put on board 
those boate and bad to submit to being 
kicked and cuffed all the wav from York 
Factory to Norway Houre, with no better 
treatment than would be yaven toe dog. 
In aid:tion to this every stitch of clothes 
would be taken from them except the few 
rage that remained on their backs. The 
Company would not allow even two ot 
these voung men to be tuge ler in one Lost 
to comfurt one another. They were, as I 
sai, thrown among @ lot of semi savages 
of whoee language they did not know oue 
word and iu whose breasts there never 


Company was to b'ame in this reepect.

Europe the difference between the Britich 
an! French oarsmen ie very marked. The 
F ench cannot get along without noise, as 
they delight to make a big show; bat the 
British dip their oars with the least pod 
“ible noise; but they beat the French 
holiow in making a boat go ahead. But it 
is well known tuat one cannot make a good 
boatsiwan or eailor out of a Frenchman. 


The route from York Factory to Nor 
way House is rugged in the extreme, being 
a ceries ot narrow tortuous rivers fall of 
whirlpools and rapide with occesional 
waterfalis. Iv ascending these rivers var 
ions devices had to be resorted to in order 
to overcome the difficulties met with. And 
first ie the tracking line,{which is used 
when the curtent is 8o strong that it can- 
aot be rowen npaguinst, especially with the 
clumey York boats, as they are called. Ie 
such a caée azlong -linecis "ptovided, by 
which the boat is tracked up, one half of 
the crew taking their turn at it alternately 
This line ie of great length and each man 
attaches it to himeelf by means of a leath@ 
er strap which is passed across the breast 
This etrap is serviceable on all cccasions, 
being used in tracking the boat and in 
carrying the the goods acrose the portages 
It is made with @ broad piece in the centre 
with two long tails attached to it. These 
are made fast to the tracking line, and the 
broad part Isid across the chest. In thi¢ 
way the,men walk, along the river bank 
towing the boat against thejetream some- 
thing likethe canal horses in the old 
country. This 1s pretty rough work at the 
best, even if the bank of the river were 
smooth to walk upon, but that is seldom 
the case. The general rule is that the 
banks of the river are either steep rocks or 
muddy swamps, filled with decayed branch 
jesor roots of trees, Ineither case it is 
terrible werk for one just out from the lap 
of luxury iutheold country, One mo- 
ment you may be getting along fairly well 
the next uptothe middlein mud and 
water., And then the roots andjstumps of 
the trees were @ great’annoyance, .as by 
these ones feet and limbs got terribly cut 
up and scratched, while his cloches would 
be torn to shred*. Between the thieving 
propensities of the French half breeds and 
the rough work on the road, I wae pretty 
much in rags when I got to Norway House 
The portages are the next difficulties to 
contend with onthe trip. Verv many 
rapids and {shallows are met with Hecesti- 
tating the unloading of the goods and carry 
ing the goods aud hamling the boate across 
on dry land. These portages vary in 
length from about forty var.is to two miles 
Sometimes half a dozen of these portages 
are met with ina single day, for no seaner 
than one is croseed thane few struke@ of 
the oar brings ue to another. Ia those 
davs all the goudaofthe Hudson's Bay 
Company were made, asa rule. up ip pack 
ages of ninetv pounds weightineach. Ia 
carrying these over the portages the leath 
eretrap ieused, the long tails or ends 
being tied around a bale of goode} which 
was set upon the back of the neck, between 
the shouldere with the broad part of the 
«trap around the forehead. Another nine 
ty pound package was then eet upon the 
former, resting onthe neck and back of 
the head, The hands were by these means 
at liberty. Thies was no doubt a conven- 
tent way of carrying a burden to those who 
were accustomed to it, but to the novice it 
wea decidedly awkward, for unless,they 
held their necks as atiff as did the childree 
of Ismail in the time of Moses, one io apt 
to get @ severe twist inthe vertebral 
column #bich will make bim wince » 
little.
